Can Butter Be 
Preserved 


Housewives don’t stand lone in 
their struggle to keep their butter 
supply in a palatable condition, 

The defence research board of Can- 
eda has extended a grant to the 
University of Alberta for the pur- 
pose of determining a satisfactory 
method of storing butter up tq a 
period of two years, The need for q 
means of packaging butter to with~ 
stand severe transportation difficul- 
ties and adverse storing conditions, 
such as are met by the armed forces 
has focussed the spotlight on the 
possibilities of canned butter. 

This method of packaging butter 
has for sometime been used in north- 
ern areas by trappers and prospect- 
ors, and more recently by the armed 
services. However, too few people re- 
alized that canning butter does not 
protect it from the growth of micro- 
organisms as in the case of other 
foods. Sterilization and other pro- 
eesses that are used in preserving

BROILING IS A GOOD WAY — 
TO COOK MANY FODS 


The broiler on the modern electric 
or gas stove is there for a definite 
purpose. It is there to be used for 
cooking a whole host of foods, in- 
cluding meats, fruits and yegetables. 
In some stoves the broiler is a sep- 
arate unit, while in others, it is at 
the top of the oven. Wherever it 15 
you will find a broiler rack and drip 
pan which fit under the electric ele- 
ment or gas flame, depending on the 
type of stove, 

The home economist of the consum- 


doubt that the average broiler is 
used as much as it might be. Perhaps 
it is a case of out of sight out of 
mind or it may be that some home- 
makers, particularly inexperienced 
ones have the mistaken idea that the 
broiler can be used for cooking only 
tie most expensive foods, While 
it is true that broiling is an excel- 
lent way of cooking tender cuts of 
meat which is ordinarily panfried 
may also be broiled, This means 
that the broiler can be put into 
action for cooking sausages, liver, 
kidney, hash and any kind of ground 
meat as well as for the tender steaks 
and chops, 

There is a right and wrong way 
to do most things and usng the broil- 
er is no excepton to the rule. First 
of al] the broiler should be heated, 
then the rack should be rubbed well 
with a little fat. Greasing the rack 
is very important in broiling meats 
to keep them from sticking to it, 
The rack should be placed so that the 
top of the meat is about three in- 
ches from the heat. It is best to keep 
the oven or broiler door slightly ajar

While a large part of the crop 
is shipped from the great wheat terminals at Port Arthur and Fort Wil- 
liam, an increasing amount is carried from the port of Churchill, Although 
this Western sea port has not yet been developed to the extent to which 
early advocates of the project aspired, it is fulfilling the hopes of those 
who believed that this ocean port, close to the grain fields of the prairies, 
could be developed.

Treating barley seed with the new 
smut killer requires that the seed 
first be soaked for about 10 hours in 
water and then for 48 hours in a 
two per cent, solution of spergon 
The pre-soaking in water softens the 
Seed and allows the chemical to pene- 
trate the embryo where the smut 
grows, 

Unlike other forms of barley smut, 
loose smut does not attack the out- 
side of the seed but eats out the 
heart. With this problem confront- 
ing him, Dr, Tyner dropped the idea 
of using powders and concentrated 
on solutions, > 

He tried about 50 chemicals in the 
solution before he found one that 
would kill the smut but not the seed. 

Until Dr. Tyner discovered the 
spergon method, the only known way 
to combat loose smut was the costly 
hot water method. It entailed main- 
ly a tricky and rigid control of tem- 
perature and time. An expensive ma- 
chine had to be set up in a central 
location and farmers could have their 
barley seed cleaned for $1 to $1.25 a 
bushel, .

PRAIRIE 
PARADOX 


(By James H. Gray in 

The Ottawa Citizen) .. 
CALGARY—In a year such as this 
has been, the good farmers have had 
to take a worse beating than the 
poor ones. Over a large area of 
Southern Alberta, the farmer who 
threw up his hands last summer and 
crawled into a hole is better off than 
his energetic neighbors Awho tried 
desperately to save something from 
the wreckage caused by bad weather. 
Here are some footnotes to the 
tragedy. u 

A large rancher who resisted the 
temptation to market his veal calves 
last summer at the top of the market 
had a terrific crop of hay, He could 
see feed ahead for the winter, lots 
of it. He'd keep his cattle over and 
market them next year when they 
were the right age. He had his hay 
only a third cut when the August 
rains and snow hit. His loss—3,000 
tons of hay plus the necessity to ship 
his feeder steers to market, 

Another farmer worked himself 
into exhaustion getting his hay into 
stacks. The rains came before the 
stacks settled and the hay rotted. 
Still another, seeking to protect his 
new stacks of baled hay, rushed out 
and bought tarpaulins and covered 
them, When the rains stopped and 
the sun came out he went to take 
off the canvas, The bales were coy- 
ered with mushrooms and ruined. 

In late August there was the big- 
gest coarse grain crop on record in 
the fields, All right, suppose it was 
frozen. It could still be cut for feed. 
So farmers started gathering in cat- 
tle for the winter to eat the feed. 
One farmer went in hock to the bank 
and got 300 steers, The day after ~ 
they arrived it snowed his crop down. 
It is still down and he is frantically 
scouring the country for feed, feed. 
at any price, Pre 

Or take the people who went into 
the production of registered seed. A 
neighbor of mine broke 10 acres last 
year, summerfallowed it and got it. 
free of weeds and planted registered 
seed. The inspector approved it. The 
crop ripened and then came the frost 
and snow. On his 10-acre plot. he. 
had 60 to 70 bushels of oats to the 
acre. As registered seed it would 
have netted him at least $1.25 a 
bushel or over $1,000. 

But the frost and snow destroyed 
its germinating qualities. If he ean 
ever get it threshed, he'll be lucky 
to get $500 for the crop, His alterna- 
tive is to sell it in sheaves to feeders 
who are stuck for fodder. He can get 
a famine price of 15 cents a sheaf 
for it, or around $400 for his crop. 

If he'd decided last year, however, 
to. ignore good farming methods, 
here is how the piéture would have 
looked, Last year he'd have harvest- 
ed around 3,000 oat sheaves on his 
breaking and these sold for around 
7 cents each last fall. That would 
have produced $210, He could have 
cut his crop for green feed this year 
and stacked it. Then he'd have cash- 
ed in on the feed bonanza and have 
collected $400 for his sheaves- this 
year. He'd have had less expense for 
seed and no worry and more profit 
at the end. 

The millions of bushels of oats and 
barley lying uncut under the snow 
recently caused the biggest traffic 
jam in history at the Calgary stock 
yards, Trucks full of unfinished cat- 
tle were lined up for two miles wait- 
ing to unload. Half finished beef is 
glutting the market facilities thovgh 
the price has held up very well, The. 
slaughter of these animals means a. 
lower supply of beef next year. The 
steer that was marketed at 600 
pounds this fall would have produced 
900 pounds of choice meat next year. 

Even the hog raisers have taken a 
frightful beating. Here again it has 
been the good farmer who took it on 
the chin, One farmer who has been 
concentrating on raising purebred 
breeding stock was just getting to 
the money-making point after a long, 
hard grind, Recently he was forced 
to load three trucks full of bred gilts 
to slaughter, for half what’ they 
would have brought as breeding © 
stock, 

True, there are those who are rela- 
tively fortunate. Anybody with feed 
can pick up livestock very reason- 
ably. Or they can sell their feed at 
good prices. For example: A fellow 
had five tons of green feed lined up, 
went out to get it with a truck, Be- 
fore he got there a hard-pressed 
rancher had come along and bought 
the whole crop for twice what the 
first man had offered. 

The most tantalizing thing about 
it al! has been the weather. It clears 
just enough to raise everybody's 
hopes. A short time ago a chinook 
melted the snow. A thousand farm- 
ers got ready to get onto the land 
and pick up their crops. Then it 
rained again. The rain turned to 
snow. The crops are back down un- 
der more snow than ever.

Be Compulsory 
In Alberta 


EDMONTON.—Failing to get re-

So far, the tests have not deter- 
mined whether there is enough wax 
in Saskatchewan lignite to warrant 
commercial extraction operations. 
The commercial production will also 
depend on the properties the wax is 
found to have. 

German brown coals contain up to 
10 per cent. wax and California lig- 
nite has produced as high as 20 per 
cent. wax, Saskatchewan lignites 
tested have so far failed to produce 
higher than four per cent, wax. 

However, a pre-treatment process 
is being investigated which would in- 
crease the yield of wax to about eight 
per cent, 

The method of extracting the wax 
consists of dissolving it out of the 
lignite by means of a mixture of or- 
ganic solvents, The solvent mixture, 
consisting of benzine and ethyl! alco- 
hol, is boiled in the lower section of 
the apparatus and condenses in the 
upper portion from which it goes into 
the middle part where the coal is lo- 
cated. The solvent drains off the top 
of the coal chamber carrying with it 
some of the wax. This process is re- 
peated many times, 

The wax produced by the process 
is a hard, black substance. Tests 
will have to be made to see if the 
color of the wax can be lightened 
and the material adapted to commer- 
cial uses. 


Takes Gas Out 
Then It's 
Pumped Back 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta.—In Turner 
Valley, the Western Canada Natural 
Gas Company takes gas from the 
earth. Near Burdett, 140 miles south- 
east of Calgary, the company puts it 
back into the ground. 

The gas is pumped into 11 huge 
underground storage wells during the 
summer, and released as needed dur- 
ing the winter. 

Lorne James, field forernan at the 
station whereegas is pumped back 
underground, said storage capacity in 
the natural wells is practically un- 
limited, 

Each day 6,500,000 cubic feet of 
gas is forced below ground at a pres- 
sure of 645 potinds per square foot. 
This pressure is enough to ensure @ 
steady flow when the gas is released 
in winter... The gas first comes from 
the Turner Valley fields at a pres- 
sure of 140 pounds per square foot,

The R.C.M.P., the mssionaries, the 
traders and the medical personne] are 
all encouraging these wards to im- 
prove their “way of life.” The R. @. 
M.P, stationed in the districes super- 
vise the welfare measures, provide 
relief to the needy and send the ser- 
iously sitk to hospitals. Government 
doctors and nursing stations are 
maintained under the Department of 
Indian Affairs, Tuberculosis has 
claimed the lives of many but now the 
scourage is being ‘controlled by 
sending all the cases that can be found 
to the sanatoria for care. 

Family allowance is not paid by 
cheques, but in kind according to a 
list of goods resticteted to,items of 
benefit to’ growing children. 

These primitive people are some- 
times not vety helpful to the aged, 
so Eskimos over 70 have been re- 
ceiving an allowance for years. They 
will get the Gld Age pensions in kind, 
after January 1st, 1952. This wil] “be 
under the control of the R.C.M.P. 

Schools have been established where 
there were more or less permanent 
settlements. Welfare teachers and 
missionaries are devoting their 
lives to this work. 

Game preserves have been estab- 
lished where only the natives may 
hunt. Efforts ‘ave been made to pre- 
serve the wild life upon which these 
people wil] always depend. At times, 
whole groups must be moved from 
where game is scarce to. where wild 
life resources are more plentiful, 
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Those best acquainted with these 
northern people are agreed that they 
will always retain their racial ci:ar- 
acteristics and habits and the hope 
is to encourage them to enjoy a bet- 
ter standard of living.

Fire Prevention 
Reminders 
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The provincial fire commissioner 


has issued a special appeal to house-| 


holders in which he listed some fire 
prevention reminders, ‘Mr. Bridges 
the fire commissfoner asked parents 
not to leave their children alone in 
the home because of the danger of 
fire. Also. special care should be taken 
to ascertain that all heating apara- 
tus is safe. Recent fires reported 
showed that poorly installed and over- 
heated 
fires, and where loss of life had ac- 
curred this had been due to children 
being left alone. 

“It isn’t posible for the provincial 
fire inspection staff to visit all homes 
and point out conditions that are like- 
ly to cause fires,” Mr, Bridges said. 
“But we and the municipal fire ser- 
vices make available information of 
fire prevention. Tiirough finding the 
cause of fires, provincial and muni- 


cipal fire officials are provided with 
information which will prevent loss 


and tuffering from fire,

Oil burners should be of approved 
types and their fuel should be kept 
a safe di:tance from the burner, [f 
carbon gathers, the burner or stove 
should be checked immediately by an 
expert, 

Be careful of children playing wie 
matches, smoking, defective electric 
wiring, and chimneys which have 
fallen into disrepair.
